W ith icy brutality 
Jibe Russians "haltered Hungarian bod­ 
i e s by the thousands as they moved in 
3with tanks and other armored force to 
Vrti'h the revolt. 


This was not a rebellion carried to 
the world by vague rumor or occasion­ 
al refugee. Western newsm en reported 
and photographed it. Refugees by the 
ten* of thousands poured across the 
Austrian border before it was finally 
-ealed. They told the story in finely 
etched detail. 


In the beginning the rebels seemed 
to be following a pattern set earlier in 
30**6 by the courageous Poles, who 


( Hi’\ ed out for themselves greater inde­ 
pendence within the Communist orbit. 


Rut 
the 
Hungarians, 
intoxicated 
with the first fresh taste of liberty, 
struck for total liberation. 
Had they 
been able to pursue their path to its 
logical end, they would have cut all 
ties to 
Moscow and 
moved toward 
either neutrality or a link to the West­ 
ern family of nations. 


This was their undoing. The Krem­ 
lin could not tolerate defiance on so 
massive and complete a scale 
Russian 
armies rushed to the centers o f r e v o lt 
to snuff out this flame before it should 
spread to other satellite lands. 


Never was such inhumanity done in 
the name of humanity. In characteris­ 
tic manner the Soviet Union dared to 
contend that it had been invited by the 
Hungarian people to put down an up­ 


rising generated by plotting foreign 
elements. 
This time, however, the fraud was 
too patent to he believed by any but 
the 
most gullible 
folk 
around 
the 
globe. 
The truth had been too well 
told. And it was told again with devas­ 
tating power in a United Nations re­ 
port that led to a strongly worded, 
fully deserved condemnation of Russia 
for it* crimes against Hungary. 
We must never let peoples across 
the earth forget the ruthless contempt 
for human life which is practiced by 
these men who say endlessly, in pain­ 
ful but too often effective monotony, 
that thee are the friends of the masses. 
With the launching of the Soviet 
earth satellite, t^ew fear today grips 
the hearts of many people in many 
places. If the East-West struggle came 
to the tr*t of war. some would try to 
hold aloof in shaky neutrality rather 
than put in boldly with the cause of 
freedom. Some, too, say frankly they 
would accept the iron yoke of Russian 
occupation before they would fight in 
a nuclear war. 
W e will not argue here the wisdom 
of their outlook, or consider whether 
their fears are warranted. 
We will 
simply point to the story of Hungary as 
it unfolded in late 1056. There for all 
to see is the true meaning of commun­ 
ism. 
With 
luminous 
clarity, 
Hungary 
showed the world that communism has 
no helping hand for men. It has only 
the cruel boot with which it stamps 
out every 
decent human 
aspiration 
which dares to rise into the light. 
In a world crying to get into the 
light, Russia is the champion of dark­ 
ness. 
And it has no blacker deeds re­ 
corded against it than those it commit­ 
ted upon the fiery spirit of the Hungar­ 
ian people.
